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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a DIA/C1A  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  lPla  (D1A).

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SUMMARY 


The  Kalinin  Army  Barracks  Volga  is  located 
in  the  western  part  of  Kalinin,  south  of  the  Volga 
River  (Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  100 
acres  and  contains  2 administration  buildings, 
3 barracks,  20  storage  buildings,  24  support 
buildings,  2 vehicle  maintenance  buildings,  5 
vehicle  sheds,  a vehicle  park,  and  a small-arms 


firing  range  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  installation  is  covered  on  TALENT  pho- 
tography of  July  1956  and  on  10  KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  April  1962  and  November  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  significant 
change  in  facilities  and  a high  level  of  activity 
throughout  this  period.

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  city  streets. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  2 administration  buildings, 
barracks,  and  2 support  buildings.

Area  12  contains  20  storage  buildings  and 
1.7  support  buildings. 

l‘()L  Storage  Areas_ 

Kalinin  Petroleum  Storage  No  2 

]'  located  at  56-51- 12N  035-57-42E, 
contains  2 large,  2 medium,  and  9 small  POL. 
aorage  tanks. 

Kalinin  Petroleum  Storage  Volga  Southeast 
located  at  56-47-42N 
T16-00-25E,  contains  44  large,  11  medium,  and 
1.0  small  POL  storage  tanks. 


Equipment ^torage/Maintenance  Areas_ 

Area  J1  contains  a vehicle  park  (390  by  330 
feet)  and  3 support  buildings.  Approximately 
27  vehicles  are  visible  in  this  area  on  June  1964 
coverage. 

Area  J2  contains  2 vehicle  maintenance 
buildings  (270  by  35  feet  and  230  by  40  feet). 
Approximately  25  vehicles  are  discernible  in  this 
area  on  photography  of  June  1964. 

Area  J3  contains  3 vehicle  sheds  (360  by  30 
feet,  290  by  30  feet,  and  150  by  30  feet)  and  a 
support  building. 

Area  J4  contains  2 vehicle  sheds  (320  by  35 
feet  and  180  by  30  feet)  and  a support  building. 

Small- Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L,  a small- arms  firing  range,  is  580 
feet  long  and  45  feet  wide. 
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
